6Justice9 Leaves Victim Bitter 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich. (AP) — Facing $2,000 in 


medical bills, a man critically wounded during a rob- 
bery attempt is bitter about the courts even though he 
has recovered and his attacker is in prison. John 
Schoolcraft, 37, a Coopcrsville father of five, sat in 
Kent County Circuit Court on Thursday as Ross 
Stevenson, 23, of Grand Rapids, was sentenced to 6 to 
15 years in prison on an armed assault charge. 


"I sat in the courtroom and listened as the judge told 


the man who shot me to get a college degree while in 
jail," Schoolcraft said afterward. "I've been breaking 
my back working days and going to school nights for 
my degree. Now, this turkey is advised to get a degree 
on the house. 


"My wife and 1 hare over $2,000 in unpaid medical 


expenses. How easy do they think it is to pay that and 
raise five kids? When the victim, who nearly dies, 
winds up with a $2,0(10 debt and the'criminal with a 
slap on the hand and a college degree, there's defini- 
tely something radically wrong with our criminal jus- 
tice system," Schoolcraft insisted. 


It was his search for an education which indirectly 


led to Schoolcraft being shot. He was in the registrar's 
office at Aquinas College on Dec. 15 checking whether 
his military service could count toward required 
science credits. A gunman entered the office and tried 
to get money from a locked vault. When another 
student came into the office and diverted the bandit. 


Schoolcrafl grabbed the gunman. Two shots were fired 
during the struggle with one severing an artery iu 
Schoolcraft's abdomen. 


A college official said only the prompt arrival of-a 


police emergency unit saved Schoolcraft's life. But he 
needed surgery and two months recuperation before he 
could return to work. Medical bills reached $20,888- 
with 90 per cent of them covered by insurance 
Schoolcraft has as a data support specialisf'af 
McDonnell — Douglas Electronics Co. The company- 
paid Selxwlcraft's full salary for the first three weeks 
of work he missed while recuperating and then put 
him on half pay until he returned to the job.

Man Gulps Needles 
To Postpone Trial 


OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) — Freddie Cravens has tried to post- 


pone his rape trial by: slashing his wrists, guzzling toilet bowl 
cleaner, munching light bulbs, eating a shampoo bottle and 
swallowing paper clips. On Friday, he downed several dozen 
hypodermic needles. 


"They x-rayed him and those needles are in his belly, his 


stomach, right now," reported Osage County Undershcriff H.R. 
Weyl. "But he's doing all right: He's tough." 


Cravens, 28, was rushed to University Hospital -on Thursday 


after he swallowed a paper clip and ate two light bulbs. VVcyl said 
Cravens apparently swallowed 18 to 24 needles while he was in a 
bathroom and out of sight of guards. 


Cravens, an ex-convict with burglary and rape convictions, is on 


trial for the rape of a 16-year-old girl. He managed to get the trial 
postponed last February after he drank a bottle of toilet bowl 
cleaner, authorities said. 
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More than 800 persons invest- 


ed in the drive-in church and the 
related retirement village. The 
investors, mainly members of 
the 
Reformed 
Church 
in 


America, responded to adver- 
tisments in the denomination's 
newspaper, the Church Herald, 
between 1966 and 1973. 


At the end of 1973, the drivein 


church stopped paying interest 
on the notes and was taken over 
by a new staff. No interest has 
been paid since,'although the 
church 
has 
continued 
to 


operate. 


The Rev. Mr. Devries told 


investors the church, located in 
Los Angeles County, is worth 
about $1 million, with outstand- 
ing notes totaling $4 million. 
Many of the same investors 
purchased, through the As- 
sociation for Inspirational Liv- 
ing, another $1 million in notes 
in the planned 
retirement 


village. 
.' 


Financial transactions for 


both the drive-in church and the 
association were handled out of 
the same mailing address, 
records show. 


The noteholders association, 


formed 
last 
October 
to 


represent some 300 Midwest 
investors, wants the Reformed 
Church in America to make 
good on the notes. They say the 
denomination has a moral and 
legal responsibility to do so. 
/But 
the 
denomination 


leadership has denied any res- 
ponsibility for the San Dimas 
situation In a letter to the note 
holders, the church's national 
leaders said they "can only 
offer our regrets that an invest- 
ment, which was church relat- 
ed, went bad.''-

Palestine. 


Amin Helmy n, the Arab 


League U.N. observer, released 
the letter to reporters. He said 
the group was indignant when 
first learning of the remark but 
decided to soften the letter after 
a meeting Young had with Am- 
bassador, All Humaidan of the 
United Arab Emirates. 
. Young excuse* himself to 
Humaidan saying "he was new, 
he was ignorant, he was learn- 
ing," Helmy said. 


Young's 
remarks 
., on 


ArabJewish feelings were made 
in a closed-door meeting* with 
the Conference of Presidents of 
Major American Jewish Or- 
ganizations on March 30. Libya 
complained about the remarks 
at a U.N. Security Council 
meeting on Tuesday. 


Spokesmen 
for 
Young 


declined to release the remarks 
on grounds they were made off 
the record. But Richard Cohen, 
press spokesman for the Jewish 
organization, said he took notes 
which showed Young said: 


"I had seen hatred by people 


with Ku Klux Klan mentality 


. based on ignorance in the Unit- 


ed States. But in Jordan, I had 
my first experience of hatred on 
the part of intellectuals. It 
brought terror to my heart.. 


"I understood-Israel's need 


for military support. I unders- 
tood why Israel bad to be strong 
and secure to cope with the 
hatred of its neighbors." 


The Arab group said it con- 


sidered the matter closed in 
view of "clarifications" Young 
gave tiumaidan, and that they 
wanted to establish with Young 
"a fruitful dialogue and the best 
cooperation in the future." 


Young, America's-first black 


ambassador to the United Na- 
tions, was asked in an Associat- 
ed Press interview Thursday, if 
he thought the government of 
South Africa was illegitimate. 
"Yeah," he responded.

In the interview, the 45-year^ 


old ambassador said, "I did talk 
with Cy Vance ... about my 
willingness to say things that in 
a sense involved the American 
people in the discussion of 
foreign policy."

Salaries Near $1 Million

DETROIT (AP) — In a more 


reflecting the improved health. 
of the auto industry, Ford Motor 
Co. and General Motors Corp. 
have uppcd the salaries of their 
top executives to the highest 
levels in American business. 


Ford, which tripled its profits 


last year, tripled the wages of 
Chairman Henry Ford II and 
President Lee lacocca to a 
record $970,000 each in 1976 - 
tops for an American business. 


The disclosure Friday by the 


nation's 
No. 2 automaker 


followed word from General 
Motors Corp. that Chairman 
Thomas A. Murphy, who guided 
the No. 1 automaker to record 
profits and sales in 1976, was 
paid a record $950,000 in salary 
and bonuses. 


Murphy's pay represents a 65 


per cent raise from 1975, when 
he received $575,000. 


The executives' pay was 


disclosed in proxy statements 
announcing the firms' annual 
shareholder 
meetings 
next 


month. 


The hefty pay increases — 


mostly resulting.from sharply 
higher bonuses — reestablished 
the auto industry at the top of 
the corporate pay ladder.' 


According 
to

Business 
Week 
survey, 


completed prior to Friday's pay 
disclosures, Harold S. Oeneen, 
chairman 
of 
International 


Telephone & Telegraph Corp., 
had been listed as the top 
salaried executive of 1976 with 
total pay of $846,398. 


Auto 
executive 
salaries 


plunged in 1974 and 1975 when 
an industry recession triggered 
elimination or reduction of 
bonuses. But last year was a 
record year fur auto profits, 


topping the previous high set in 
1973. 


GM earned $2.9 billion in 1976 


— more than double its 1975 
earnings — on sales of $47.2 
billion. Ford'nad profits of $983 
million — up from $323 million 
in 1975 — on sales of $29 billion. 


Henry Ford and lacocca each . 


received $360,000 in salary and 
$610,000 in bonuses. In 1975, 
each received $333,730 in salary 
but no bonusjnoney. 


Overall,, 'he company paid its 


63 directors and officers $8 


million in salary and $9.9 
million in bonuses for 1976, a 143 
per cent increase from the $7.4 
million they received last year 
in salary, but without bonuses.

High Taxes Not Best 
Way To Conserve Energy 


•"In a matter of days the adminis- 
'tration is going to present its energy 
.pfogram to Congress. For months 
thereafter, the subject of energy — 
particularly the conservation of it — 
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will be discussed with a seriousness 
not seen before. 


A Congress which has demonstrated 


its independence from the White 
House on less important issues can be 
expected to voice strong opinions in 
constructing a national energy policy. 
The odds are high that it will not 
accept all of the President's proposals 
and will add some of its own. 


Before the energy, debate begins in 


earnest, it is worth noting there are 
. two basic approaches to a policy .of 
conservation. One is the penalty 
approach, which through added taxes 
or other government-imposed penal- 
ties acts as a roadblock to consump- 
tion while diverting added revenues 
to government coffers. 
, 


The 
second 
approach 
is 
to 


deregulate prices and otherwise free 
market forces to find their own levels 
and provide both the capital and 
consumer incentives necessary to 
conserve and search for new sources. 
Both approaches will increase costs; 
both will act to conserve a scarce 
resource. 


But the one imposes arbitrary 


standards set by a small group of 
.people and docs not necessarily 
reallocate resources into productive 
efforts. The other is of far broader 
participation, forcing the decisions to 
be made by the interactions of con- 
sumers and producers. 


Which general policy to follow is, 


the first question both Congress and 
the administration need to answer.

Now the family farm is up for 


sale. After 200. years of ow- 
nership the Bamhart family can 
no longer afford the luxury of 
earning a living from their land. 
The reason is sky-high property 
taxes.

In 1975 the income from the 


330-acre dairy farm was $8,000, 
of which $4,800, or-nearly two- 
thirds, was taken by the 
government for property tax. 
Bamhart says last year's in- 
come was similarly modest, but 
the tax bite, due soon, will be 
even larger. "I can't go on," he 
says, "if I did my tax would

professiiuf charitable, educa- 
tional or philosophical aims.

In those days, toys meant 


anything tiny or miniature, so 
silvery toys were reproductions 
of tea sets, doll nouses, furni- 
ture, carriages, soldiers, fal- 
cons, monkeys. Many noted sil- 
versmiths made toys, although 
generally toys were made by the 
silversmith who manufactured 
small articles. 


These tiny toys even carried 


the silversmith's hallmark. And 
luckily, silver toys did not meet 
tne same fate as standard-sized 
silver, which, was so readily 
confiscated in periods of war 
and financial stress;

The poll found that 46 per cent 


of whites attend churches with 
some black members, while a 
slight majority. M per cent, still 
are in all-while congregations. 
A mi study indicated that only 
9.8 per cent of the nation's 
.mainly white' congregations 
included blacks. 


In the new survey, the con- 


tinuing reduced extent of de 
facto segregation was attributed 
to residential patterns, to pride 
of blacks in preserving their 
own churches and persisting 
remnants of prejudice. 


Nevertheless, two-thirds of all 


whites nationally, including 
both those already worshipping 
with some blacks, and those who 


dm'l, want more blacks among 


The proportion is highest. 


North and South, among whites 
already aMocialed with some 
blacks in church life, with SO 
per cent of such whites outside 
the South and S3 per cent of such 
Southern whites favoring more 
blacks in weekly services. 


The only category of wtites in 


which a majority — CO per cent 
— oppose it are Southerners in 
congregations without black 
members and no experience of 
worshipping with them. Of 
these whites, only 40 per cent 
want Mack members. 


However, of all Southern 


unite church-goers, S3 per cent 
are amenable to expanding 
Mack participation. 46 per cent 
definitely favoring it and 7 per 


cent saying it doesn't matter. A 
minority, 47 per cent, oppose it. 


Outside the South, M per cent 


of whites are open to more Mack 
membership, including 71 per 
nut specifically wanting it and 
IS per cent »1» are indifferent 
about it. Only 10 per cent oppose 
it. 


Even among Northerners 


worshipping 
in 
•all-white 


congregations, 64 per cent 
would like blacks in the ser- 
vices, and another 8 per cent 
don't care. Only 28 per cent op- 
pose it. 


In Northern congregations 


already including some blacks, 
only 9 per cent of whites don't 
want to increase the proportion 
of blacks. 


While nationally nearly'half of 


white church-goers worship 


witfi MM btodb, the figure 
varies regionally. Outside the 
South. K b SI per cent. But in 
the South, it is only M percent. 


Sixty-sue per cent of Southern 


•lutes are id congregations with 
no black members. 


That situation contrasts with 


the elementary and secondary 
schools, which have became 
more fully integrated in the 
South than the North. But in the 
Southern churches, de facto 
segregation still predominates, 
although the formal barriers 
generally hive been removed. 


A contrast also exists na- 


tionally between Protestant and 
Roman Catholic churches, wHh 
60 per 
cent 
of 
Catholic 


congregations including some 
blacks and only 40 per cent of 
Protestant congregations.

CHANGING ATTTTUDKS 
CHICAGO (AP) - Modern 


society, disillusioned by its ob- 
session with scientific solutions 
to life's issues, is showing 
greater concern for its historic 
Judeo-Christian faith, scholars 
here say. 


The consensus was cited by 


conveners of a tour-day con- 
vocation of leading Christian 
and Jewish theologians at the 
University of Chicago Divinity 
School here April 17-20 on 
"Worship and Transcendence." 


"A shift has occurred la the 


mentality of Western man from 
a materialistic world view to'a 
recognition of the reality of the 
spirit," says Rabbi Herbert 
Bronstein, bead of the worship 
commission of the'Union of 
American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions, the organizational arm of 
Reform Judaism. 


He says in recent years, many 


sophisticated people had felt 
themselves "beyond religion," 
but a change is taking place. He 
cites President Carter's open- 
ness about his faith-add writing 


of Nobel Prize winner Saul 
Bellow on religion as symp- 
tomatic of changes going on in 
altitudes.

It is a testimonial to the- 


teachers at your son's school 
that their interest and training 
are sufficient' to recognize a 
child's emotional needs.. 


Far too often parents resent a 


teacher's reaction to.a child, 
especially when the suggestion 
'of psychological testing crops 
up. I doubt if these parents 
would react in the same way if 
they^ were; told by the school 
nurse or doctor that their child 
had a chronic cough and should 
have an X-ray of the chest. 


Yet there really should be no 


difference between a test of the 
body and a test of the mind U 
the child 
is to be 
the 


beneficiary. Parents should be 
extremely 
grateful 
that 


teachers are as interested in the 
total child as they are'in the 
three R's. 


Some parents totally block out 


the fact that a child has an 
emotional problem and they 
refuse to confront the issue. 
Teachers who constantly ob- 
serve children at school see 
them in another light, and can 
more objectively evaluate them 
and their relationship with other 
students in a non-family setting. 


Sometimes a parent will 


refuse to accept the teacher's 
suggestion for psychological 
testing. An unrealistic sense of 


personal guilt and embarrass- 
ment thus deprives the child of 
the testing that might pinpoint 
the cause of emotional conflict • 
and turbulence. 
~ : 


Testing is performed' by 


highly trained specialists and 
clinical psychologists. The in- 
terpretation of the battery of 
'tests that are given can play an 
important role in the destiny of 
the child. If there is evidence 
that psychological guidance is 
necessary, treatment can be 
started before problems become 
deeply ingrained and difficult to 
erase. 
. 


Not in all instances is 


psychological treatment neces- 
sary. Very often an overlooked 
area of conflict or confusion 
may come to light and quickly 
remedied. 


Your son will not: find the 


testing experience unpleasant . 
He may, in fact, enjoy taking 
them and then speaking out his 
problems to the friendly person 
who knows how to talk to 
children on their own level.

LANSING, Mich. <AP>-The

Milliken said Friday that 54 


per cent of the recommenda- 
tions made by the independent 
"Michigan Efficiency Task 
Force" have already been put 
into effect or are in the process 
of being implemented. 


"In effect, this cost avoidance 


has helped us meet the rising 
costs of government programs 
this year without turning to 
Michigan citizens for additional 
tax revenue," Milliken boasted. 


The task force last November 


presented 56? proposals for 
saving up to $192 million an- 
nually and S80 million in one- 
tme costs. 


The 
office 
overseeing 


implementation of the proposals 
reported 
recommendations 


worth S50.5 million in savings 
arc in process while others 
worth $22.5 million have been 
implemented. 


Among the recommendations 


implemented so far are cen- 
tralization 
of 
school 
bus 


purchasing, disposal of excess 
property and buildings, and 
improving the highway depart- 
ment's inventory control and 
purchasing procedures. 


"Progress to date has been 


excellent," 
Milliken 
said, 


"although we are now moving 
into the area of more difficult 
and complex 
recommenda- 


tions." He said proposals which 
require legislative action will be 
especially important.

Democratic-controlled 


legislature has rejected the first 
such proposal coming before it

Cash Penney unlocked the 
door of his .,new store and 
started the business.

of nineteen. The sum of $2:27 
a month.was certainly mod- 
est pay.

Penney had to leave Hale's 


store and Hamilton because of 
his health. A doctor sent him 
off to Colorado (which must 
have been good advice; he 
lived to be 95). 


He got a job in Longmont, 


near Denver, with a retail chafn 
of several stores. 


The firm sent him to work 


getting good value for your 
money,- like being treated as 
the welcome guest you are, 
like getting complete satis- 
faction if ever anything goes 
wrong.

store, then gave him a shot at 
his own store, in Kemmerer.

The first day's sales amount- 


ed to $466.59. By the end of the 
first yew, the store had done 
$29,000 worth of business. By 
1907, Mr. Penney had saved 
enough to buy out his partners 
and the company took off. 
In 1913,36 Golden Rule Stores 
were incorporated as the 


Fasnfwi. From an early Penney newspaper 
advertiseffMnt and from a current ad. 
J.C. Penney Company. 


In 1924 the company ac- 


quired its 500th store, J.M. 
Hale 8 Brother in Hamilton, 
Missouri. Remember? In 1941, 
the company opened store 
number 1600. 


In 1971, James Cash Penney 


died. The only ambition he had 
that he didn't achieve was to 
live to be a hundred. He only 
missed by 5 years. The com- 
pany he founded is 75 years 
old this weak.

Shellac is no longer "the 


beginning and the end" of 
wood finishes that it was 
hundreds of years ago. Yet it 
has retained a considerable 
measure of its popularity des- 
pite the invasion of so many 
high-quality modern finishes, 
especially synthetic varnishes. ' 


This tenaciousness is due 


partly to its versatility as a 
sealer, an undercoat or a final 
finish, but even moreso to the 
fact that it is easy to apply, 
dries rapidly, can be touched 
up when necessary and has 
good resistance to abrasion. Its 
high 
gloss 
is 
considered 


desirable by many, but can IK 
reduced by steel wooling or 
nibbing. 


Shellac's disadvantages are 


that it cannot be applied in a 
room or area where there is 
high humidity; that it must be 
purchased in a quantity that 
will be used immediately or 
within a few months since it 
does not store well; and that it 
.is soluble to most liquids. 


Shellac is rarely used.as it 


.. comes out of the container and 


should be thinned with dena- 
tured alcohol. It conies in so- 
called "cut" mixtures. A 4- 
pound cut means four pounds 
of shellac gum have been dis- 
solved in one gallon of alcohol

, There are also 3 and 3-pound 
cuts. All should be thinned . 
further for most purposes; but 
the best system for beginners 
is to use 50 per cent of shellac 
to 50 per cent of denatured al- 
cohol. Later, you can vary the 
proportions as you see fit. 


Two kinds of shellac are sold 


generally — white and orange. 
White actually is clear and is 
the most widely used. Orange 
is recommended when a darker 
color is desired without hiding 
the grain of the wood. 


When using shallec on un- 


finished wood or where the old 
finish has been removed, it's a 
-good idea to wipe the surface 
thoroughly with denatured al- 
cohol, most especially when the 
wood has been sanded first. As 
with most finishes, two or three 
thin coats are better than one 
thick coat. 


I have found it good practice 


to use a mixture of three parts 
of alcohol to one of shellac as 
the first coat, then the 50-50 
mixture as the second and 
third coats. Although shellac 
dries in much less than three 
hours, I wait that long between 
coats, sand the surface lightly 
.with a fine grade of sandpaper 
and remove any grit residue. 


If the high gloss of the final 


finish is suitable, all that 
remains is to apply a coat of 
paste wax and rub it in. 


Or you can use a liquid 


polisher which contains some 
of the ingredients of paste wax 
and is designed to eliminate all 
or most of the rubbing. 


Too glossy? You can use a 


fine grade of steel wool to cut 
down the gloss a bit. 


Or, if you want a fiat finish, 


you can rub the surface with 
pumice and rubbing oil.

LAWN WEEDS 


Action to control lawn weeds, 


if not already taken, should be 
done 
now. 


Perennial 
broadleaf weeds 
like dandelion, 
ground ivy, 
buckhorn, plan- 
tain and red 
sorrel are easier 
to kill before 
they bloom and 
go to seed. Weed 
and feed type of 
products are the 
mostjaMivenient 
way of handling the problem. 
Since these products contain 
2,4D, Dicamba or silves, care 
must be taken to avoid the root 
zone of tmx and shrubs. Roots, 
absorb the chemical and the 
landscape plant may be injured 
of killed. These chemicals may 
also be urchased separately, not 
incorporated • into fertilizer. 
These products are either a 
granule or liquid formulation. 


When using the liquid for- 


mulation, be 
careful not to 


allow spray drift to get on non- 
target plants, especially in your 
neighbor's yard! 


Chemicals to control annual 


weeds are different than those 
used for perennials. The effec- 
tiveness 
of 
the 
chemical 


depends on getting it on before 


the seed germinates. Examples 
are crabgrass, foxtail and some 
annual broadteavedweeds.' 


If your crabgrass killer is not 


on, get it oh! Early warm 
weather has warmed the soil. 
Generally, these chemicals will 
not injure established trees and 
shrubs; so it can be spread in 
the root zone; however, check 
the label. 


MOSS 


Moss in lawns is associated 


with: (a) low fertility, (b) acid 
soil, (e) poor drainage, (d) soil 
compaction, (e) shade and .(f) 
sites with poor air movement. 
Any one or a combination of 
these may be the cause. Moss 
can be partially controlled by 
spraying with copper sulfate. It 
should be applied at a rate of 5 
ounces in 4 gallons of water over 
1,000 square feet. Take steps to 
eliminate conditions contribut- 
ing to moss growth.

Coyote Bounty Fees 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A large conservation group has urged 


the state to kill the bounty on coyotes by retaining the carcasses 
of all animals presented for bounty payments. The Michigan 
United Conservation Clubs told the Natural Resources Commis- 
sion that would discourage hunters from shooting coyotes for 
bounty and the value of their pelts. The state pays a bounty of $15 
lor mate coyotes and $20 for females, but increasing fur prices 
have boosted the value of a coyote pelt to $50 or more, the MUCC 
said. The current Department of Natural Resources practice is to 
take the front legs of the coyote as proof the bounty was paid. The 
carcass is then returned to the hunter, who can sell the pelt. 
Sportsmen have repeatedly urged the legislature to repeal the

.weather. 


"Not all of the birds made it 


back. There were 600 pigeons

back," Albrecht 


explained. "It took them three 
days just to clean off the 
prizewinners." 


Normally, he said, a race 


takes about six hours.

Congressman David Stockman 
of St. Joseph, homeowners 
would get a one-time capital 
gains tax exemption on the sale 
of their home and certain 
employees would be able to es- 
tablish lav-deferred individual 
retirement accounts. 


"The 
need 
for 
the 


Ilomesellers Relief Tax Act is 
painfully obvious," Stockman 
declared in a press release from 
Washington. 


"Many people are beginning 


to find that their homes have 
become too expensive to main- 
tain. They would like to sell 
their homes and buy something 
more in line with their budgets 
which have been" drastically 
reduced by skyrocketing infla- 
tion." 


"But," according to Stock- 


man, "those people have no op- 
tion. They must either hang on- 
to their home and absorb higher 
costs, or they must replace that 
home with an equivalent or 
more expensive home in order 
not to be robbed by exorbitant 
capital gains taxes. 


"What this bill would do," 


Stockman added, "would be to 
allow homesellers a one-time 
sale of their home with no taxa- 
tion whatsoever on the capital 
gains that would result. 


"This," the local Republican 


Congressman claims, "would 


. allow more flexibility and would 


it easier for many people to 
make the necessary changes in 
lifestyle that/face us all". 


The second Stockman-spon- 


sored bill would make more 
people eligible to establish in- 
dividual retirement accounts, 
(IRA). 


"This bill would permit 


employees who are covered by 
'inadequate' 
employer-re- 


tirement plans to set aside, in a 
tax-deferred 
account, 
the 


difference between his com- 
pany's retirement plan and the 
limits 
prescribed 
in 
the 


Employees Retirement Income 
Security Act of 1974," Stockman 
said.

"adequate" pension plan, in- 
dividual or employer-financed, 
as 15 per cent of earned income 
up to a maximum of $1,500 per 
year.

New Diamond Find 
Needs Close Look 


•DENVER (AP) — Scores of 
gem-quality diamonds have 
been discovered in a region ex- 
tending 
from northeastern 


Colorado into Wyoming, says 
Colorado state geologist John 
Hold. 


The size of the diamonds 


found so far — not much bigger 
than grains of sand — limits 
them to industrial.uses. : 


But Hold said this week that 


several major diamond com- 
panies are "more than mildly 
interested." 


There are no immediate plans 


to develop the deposit or even to 
assess its potential value, he 
said, since only a major cor- 
poration could undertake a 
large-scale assay to determine 
the field's value. 


The only other major cache of 


diamonds in North America 
was discovered in 1906 near 
Murfreesboro, Ark. It was 
rained commercially until 1919. 


Bold said the diamond field 


runs north-south on the plains 
east of the Colorado Rockies. He 
said it extends as far south as 
Fort Collins, about 60 miles 
north of Denver, to points west 
of Boulder, about 30 miles 
northwest of Denver. 


The stones are found in a rock 


formation called a kimberlitic 
structure, similar to that found 
in areas of South Africa where 
most of the world's diamonds 
are produced. The city of Kim- 
berly, South Africa, IS named 
after the formation. 


A similar formation exists at 


Murfreesboro.

And the more I run, the more I five a He 
conditioned and influenced by my naming. -

In the beginning I never suspected this would 


-happen. I began running for the usual reasons: to 
get into shape, to improve ray appearance and to 
help prevent a heart attack and add some years to 
my life. I leatned by rote the good things running 
could do far my cholesterol and my coronary arte- 
ries, how my Wood pressure would go down and 
my energy increase. 


So 1 began, .as all'of us should, with days of 


"scout pace" (50 paces jogging alternating with 50 
paces wafting) forbnly five minutes at first, and 
then each day a ttde more, al done at a speed that 
aBowed ine to toft to a companion. Then it was al 
running; I reached 30 minutes a day. Finally, I did 
an hour every other day. 1 had become a runner. 


By now, all my original reasons for running had 


disappeared in my .wake. I had no further use for 
them. Running,.! now saw, was more than fitness 
and a trim body, more than weight loss and mus- 
cles revived. Running was a total experience. H 
had become part of my Besryie. 


If Francis Bacon had written on running, he 


would have put it this way: Running raaketh the 
whole man. 1 see that whole person as being part 
animal, part child, part artist and part hero. Run- 
ning makes me afl of these. 


I begin as animal. "Be first, a good animal," 


wrote Ralph Waldo Emerson I am. 1 have that 
animal energy, that ease of movement, that good 
tight body, that sense of occupying just the right 
amount of space. 1 am pared down to bone and 
muscle. My skin is taut, my eyes dear. I have

Finally, running has given me the chance to be a 


hero. Like everyone, I want to be challenged. I 


want to discover whether I am a coward. I want to 
see how much effort 1 can exert and what I can en- 
dure. Running answers these questions. 1 can run 
the classic race, the mile, and know the terrible 
.pain that accompanies that third quarter and the 
almost total oblivion of the final hundred yards of 
the last quarter.

WHAT TO KNOW 
ABOUT RUNNING 


Here are Dr. Sheehan's answers to questions 
he is .frequently asked about running: 


Why Is Running The Best Exercise? 
For several reasons. First, it is the easiest exer- 


cise to do and requires a minimum of equipment, 
no companions and no. athletic ability. It can be 
done at almost any time and in any place. Second, 
it is a perfect exercise because it uses the large 
thigh and leg muscles in rhythmic fashion at a per- 
sonally controlled fate. This is the requirement for 
safely developing maximum cardiopuimonary 
function. Lastly, it has predictably good results on 
the body and mind .and has been proven to in- 
crease cardiopuimonary fitness, reduce weight,- 
lower blood pressure, decrease the cholesterol and 
tnglycerldes associated with coronary disease and 
help psychological stability. 


How Should I Start 


My Running Program? 


Whether you are in your first day or lOlh year, 


running should be done at a conversational pace, 
a speed at which you can talk to a companion. 
And the first 10 minutes should be even slower to 
allow you to reach your second wind. In the begin- 
ning, this may mean only a brisk walk or at best the 
old reliable scout pace. As time goes by, the effort 
will remain the same, but your minutes per mile 
will improve steadily. 


Should I Regulate My Diet? 


Don't eat solids for two to three hours before 


running. In very hot weather, 10 ounces of one of 
the "Ade" drinks.should be taken within 10 min- 
utes of the start and every 20 minutes thereafter. 
Fluids with high sugar concentration should be 
taken well diluted; otherwise they'll cause loss of 
fluid into the gut and bring on diarrhea. 


What Clothes Should I Wear? 


In spring and summer, cotton shirts should be 


worn and nylon avoided. Winter training, on the 
other hand, requires a base of long Johns or ther- 
mal underwear. Over this, cotton turtleneck shirts 
are usually enough, although a light nylon rain 
jacket also may be needed. Avoid bulky garments. 
Use several light layers instead. A wool ski mask 
and thermal.mittens or socks for the hands com- 
plete the outfit. 


How Far Should I Run? 


Lifetime runners should not be concerned with 


speed or distance. Runners deal in moderate effort 
over increasing periods of time. Start with five to 
10 minutes every other day and work up to 30 
minutes three or four times a week.. This will 
achieve most of the results noted in question one. 


What Injuries Can I Expect, 


And How Can I Prevent Them? 


Ninety-five percent of runners' injuries (stress 


fracture, heel spur, runner's knee, etc.) are due to 


~ weak feet plus muscle imbalance. Running tends 
to shorten the calf, hamstring and low back mus- 
cles, and it also causes relative weakening of the 
abdominal muscles. Supports for the feet and daily 
exercises should give you permanent pain- nm 
free running.

PAINT YOUR WALLS 
LIRE A PROFESSIONAL 


There really is nothing to it-with today's advanced 
painting took along with an organized approach. 


When the time ooraes to re- 


paint the walls, first leanThpw 
the pros do the job.-this will 
not only save you a good deal 
oLtrouble, but your punt job 
will also last a white tanner. 


Your painted wall will have 


a much longer life if if is first 
cleared of any greasy film. If 
the surface feels very oily .or 
waxy, wash -it with warm 
water and trisodium phos- 
phate (TSP) or any household 
detergent Rinse with clear 
water and wipe dry with a 
sponge. You also should in- 
spect; for holes; cracks and 
water damage and make 
necessary repairs before pro- 
ceeding. In most cases, you 
can paint directly over an old 
coat of paint Glossy surfaces, 
however, must be degfossed 
with fine sandpaper or a com- 
mercial degtasser from your 
paint dealer. 
_ 


The first step in getting 


ready to paint a room is to 
clear out all furniture. If furni- 
ture cannot be removed, it 
should be systematically 
moved away from work areas. 
If you plan to do walls but not 
ceilings, furniture can be 
moved into the middle of the 
room. Don't forget the drop 
cloths or newspapers, which 
should be placed oh the floor 
and on the furniture. 


Although painting over wall- 


paper is not generally recom- 
mended, it can be done with 
a latex paint, but the paper 
must be well-fastened to the 
wall and washed clean. Excess 
water should be wiped with a 
sponge: (Never paint over dry 
strippabie paper, which is de- 
signed to be removed easily.) 


You also should protect un 


painted surfaces/Remove 


. hardware, such as doorknobs, 


hinges and switch plates. Use 
an inexpensive . paint shield 
when painting around window 
panes or apply masking tape, 
pressing firmly to prevent 
seepage. (Allow a small gap 
between the tape and frame 
putty; remove the tape as soon 
as the paint sets.) 


The best paints today for 


interior walls are either latex 
or alkyd. The former is a wa- 
ter-based paint with fast-dry- 
. ing properties, is odorless, can 


fttrifliH 
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be applied on damp surfaces 
and is the easiest to apply and 
clean up of all paints. It's avail- 
able in flat to semi-gloss 
finishes. The latter dries more . 
slowly than the latex paints," 
but it gives good coverage, can 
withstand scrubbing and pro- 
duces a water-resistant film 
that is especially good for bath- 


room walk and other areas 
where moisture collects. Fin- 
ishes range from flat to gloss. 


Basically, you will need a 


wall brush or a roller for large 
areas and a small brush for 
painting along narrow surf aces 
and in tight comers. You also 


will need containers for mixing 
paint and for holding solvents 
.when cleaning your painting 
tools. (You can use an old cof- 
fee can or a special cardboard 
mixing pail.) 


It pays to invest in a good 


brush. Paintbrushes are made 
either from natural bristles of 
animal hair (good for use with 


oil-based paints, but because 
these bristles absorb water. 
they should not be used with 
waW-sotuble paints) or from 
synthetics, such as nylon, that 
can be used-with both oil and 
water-based paints. Check 
that brush bristles are flagged 
(have split ends which hold 
more paint 'and thus apply it 
more smoothly), tapered, full 
and springy and firmly held 
against their setting. 


Before you begin painting, 


use a wooden paddle to stir 
paint thoroughly. Pour only a 
bit at £ time from the paint can 
into your bucket until the 
bucket is half-filled. Cover the 
paint can, and wipe the lip 
clean before sealing.

Start from the top, painting 


the ceiling first then the walls. 
Doors, windows and wood-

~ walls are finished; baseboards 


are painted last 
- Here's the expert's way of 
. using a paintbrush (prepared 


first by lightly moistening bris- 
tles in solvent then drying with 
an absorbent cloth): Dip the 
brush into the paint (not more 
than half the length of the bris- 
tles). Lift brush straight up, al- 
lowing excess paint to drip of f. 
Tap bristles against inside of. 
bucket before withdrawing 
brush. Then place paint oh the 
wall in several places by 
gently slapping surface with 
flat sides of brush. Hold brush 
at about a 45° angle and pull 
brush across surface. Smooth 
paint with long, light strokes. 
To spread paint more thinly at 
the. edges of walls, begin grad- 
ually lifting brush from surface 
as you get to the edges. 


For large areas, paint roll- 


ers will get the job done more 
quickly. They're especially 
handy for ceilings because 
they are available with exten- 
sion handles (usually 24 inches 
in length). 


A new roller, like a brush, 


should be conditioned before 
use. Wash the cover in soap 
and water to remove dirt, then 
rinse. When preparing to paint, 
roll the paint roller in the deep 
part of the paint-filled pan un- 
til the roller is filled evenly. 
Roll the roller on the exposed 
slope of pan to remove excess 
paint Apply the paint in four 
random strokes or in the shape 
of a W (to avoid unloading all 
the paint in one spot). Then 
roll the roller across the first 
strokes, spreading the paint 
uniformly. Repeat, making the 
same pattern a short, distance 
away from the portion already 


, finished. Blend in with hori- 


zontal strokes. Roll slowly and 
gently until the roller begins 
to dry. Dip again and continue.

To do 
this, without disturbing them, 
place them flat in a quarter- 
inch of room-temperature 
water for a few minutes.

HOW TO GROW THE 


BEST FLOWERING SHRUBS 


Once you learn the basics of care, flowering shrubs, like 
good children, will be a pleasure rather than a problem. 


LILAC 


Blooming shrubs .aredear to the 


hearts of most enthusiastic gardeners. 
They are-versatile and are available in 
all shapes and sizes as well as in count- 
less varieties: Some are fasfcgrowing, 
and others take their time, but most 
perform remarkably well ^with little 
care, year after year. ,

Setectioa 


If you want to introduce shrubs into 


your landscaping, the- first step is to 
become familiar with the foliage plants 
that grow well in youtarea. Check with 
your local plant nursery or. extension 
service. ' • ' • • ' , - ' • 


After discovering a variety that 


pleases you, find out about its char- 
acteristics, including the maintenance 
it requires. Does it shed its flowers 
excessively or have an overly emphatic 
scent? How about the branches—do 
they break easily, causing twig litter? 
Does the shrub need special protection 
against winter or snow? Does it require 
frequent pruning? 


.You may be willing to devote con- 


siderable time to caring for a shrub 
that has really caught"youf fancy. As a 
general rule, it's a good idea to limit 
your choices to a select few that will 
make a dramatic statement: like a 
generous bank of mountain laurel in 
spring bloom, keeping its attractive 
green leaves throughout the winter; or 
a cluster of viburnums, a mass of white 
flowers in late May, covered with ber- 
ries in the fall. 
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Proper Pbnttog 


To ascertain the shrubs to which 


your soil will be most receptive, you 
need to determine its nutritional value 
and whether it is acid, alkaline of neu- 
tral. Your state agricultural extension 
service is equipped to make this test, 
usually best done in the spring, after the 
soil has had several months of rest. 
The test is made from a mixture of soil 
samples gathered from 10 to 20 dif- 
fgrerit parts of your property. The re- 
port you receive from the service will 
contain recommendations for improv- 
ing the soil, such as the kind of ferti- 
lizer it needs and its pH factor. Soil 
with a pH of 6.5 to 7.5 is neutral. Above 


- 7.5 it is alkaline. Below 6.5 it is acid. 


Although some plants (notably aza- 


leas and camellias) like an acid soil and 
others do well in alkaline soil, the ma- 
jority prefer it neutral. You can plant 
a shrub that is' not compatible with 
your present soil if you treat the soil to 
change its pH composition. 


As in any garden, how you sow, so 


shall you reap. When the time comes to 
plant your shrub, don't do it hastily. 


FAIN LAUREL 


Here is the basic technique for setting 
out a-shhib. Dig a hole twice as deep 
and twide as wide as the wrapped root 
ball or nass of roots to be accommo- 
dated. (Burlaping needs only to be 
loosendd and laid out in the hole be- 
neath the roots, where.it will disinte- 
grate.) Keep sod (if any), topsoil and 


subsoil tn separate piles. Then toss top- 
soil and sod into the bottom and mix In 
peat Place the shrub in the hole, 
spreading the roots if planting'a bare- 
root shrub. (For a balled shrub, the 
depth of the hole should allow it to rest 
on the layer of topsolL) Add topsoil 
around roots, packing firmly. Gradually 
add more soil, including subsoil, leaving 
enough depression .around shrub-to 
hold a bucket or two of water. Water 
and allow to drain thoroughly. Place 
additional soil around plant, leaving a 
dished area to facilitate future water- 
ing. Mulch with organic matter. 


Cue and Maintenance 


Freshly planted shrubs should not be 


allowed fo -dry outjiurface mulching 
with garden compost or with a mix 
lure of compost and peat, will ma- 
terially reduce soil moisture losses. If 
woodchips or sawdust are used as a 


CAMELLIA 


mulch, nitrogen fertilizer is required to 
offset nitrogen starvation. The mulch 
should be maintained year round and, 
ideally, cover the" entire area over 
which the roots grow (approximately 
from the base of the shrub to the ends 
of its branches). 


Mulching not only holds in moisture; 


it practically does away with cultivating 
because it protects the soil from the 
sun and prevents it from becoming 
hard-baked. It also minimizes erosion 
by slowing the flow of water across the 
land and by keeping soil underneath in 
a spongelike condition. Mulching with 
organic material reduces the number of 
gardening chores by adding valuable 
humus and nutrients to the soil; thus 
promoting more vigorous plant growth. 


Pruning can be kept to a once-a-year 


regimen if done conscientiously. There 
are three main reasons for pruning 
shrubs: to remove dead or damaged 
branches, to shape (just a little, making 
sure to keep shrubs natural) and to 
promote flowering. You should never 
cut across the top sft a shrub because 
new growth will come only from the 
top, resulting in a leggy growth! Stems 


FORSYTHIA 


must be cut back to the ground, and a 
good rule of thumb is to cut back about 
one-third of all stems each year for 
three years so you can have a continu- 
ous flower show. Spring-flowering 
shrubs usually-should be pruned im- 
mediately after blooming, and summer- 
flowering shrubs should be pruned 
when dormant in the very early spring. 
The exact time depends on your 
-location. 


Proper tools make pruning easier, 


and you should keep them sharp and 
clean. Keep a spray can of pruning 
paint handy, and spray any plant cut 
that is over an inch in diameter. This 
will help prevent disease from entering 
the tree through-insects.

. As gardeners look for the first crocus* 


and small boys rub neatVtoot oi on baseball gloves, 
memories of the Big Freeze are fading. But, before warm 
weather dims memories too much, we want to acknowl- 
edge some outstanding performances during the past 
winter by Mobil employees and by our contractors, distrib- 3 
utors, and haulers who moved heating oil and gasoline to 
where they were needed'most. A few examples: 


Raymond Genadek drives a Mobil fuekiil tux* in St: Paul, 
Minnesota. While making a deivery, with the temperature 
at 20 below zero, he saw an elderly woman wafchg down 
the street without a coat She seemed bewildered, so he 
took herto the Motxl terminal and got the police to drive her 
home. Later, her daughter telephoned her thanks.

Karl Tdking is a contract hauler in Indianapolis. To keep 
he trucks going, he repaired them at night, lying on the 
ground in below-zero weather. Without his dedication, ^ 
many fue^oidetrveries would not have been made—some 
of them to non-Mobil customers. 


Nowhere was the situation more desperate than in Buffalo, 
where 14 feet of snow fell during the winter. Yet our refinery 
never shut down. During the blizzard that began January 
28, food and sleeping accommodations were arranged for 
150 people trapped there. Workers caught a few hours' -f 


sleep on stretchers after 16 straight hours of duty. 


Next door, the marketing terminal lost electric power, and 
20 people (some of them not Mobil employees) were 
stranded for three days and nights. They bundled, up in 
sweaters and coats, catnapped on locker-room benches, 
and used four-wheel-drive vehicles to obtain food at a 
nearby restaurant. When power returned, they dispatched 
trucks with fuel oH to hospitals, highway departments, 
schools, and .other key installations. 


Doug Hoffman works at the Pautsboro, New Jersey, heat- 
ir^al branch. He teamed trua a mother and Uiiee children ' 
(not Mobil customers) had no heat. The mother spoke little 
English. He went to the home and found that one child in 
particular was suffering intensely from the cold. He deliv" 
ered the fuel oil quickly, and started the furnace. 


Nantucket Island, Massachusetts, benefited from 
cooperation among the Coast Guard, marketers, and 
marine transportation experts. Mobi rs the only supplier on 
the island. Robert Caldwell, the distributor, ran out of heat- 
ing oil, and the weather prevented him from bringing in 
more by barge from East Providence, Rhode Island. The 
Mom 20 barge was dispatched from New *rk City. As it approached Nantucket, 
two Coast Guard cutters moved in to act as escorts. The trip norrnafty takes about 
two days. This one took six, but the product arrived, and people kept warm. 


Ik* HamdVaeVVaar Mntor win long be remembered as the'worst spell of 
weather since the U.S. Weather Bureau began keeping records. It should also'' 
be remembered for bringing out the best in people.

At Last i ARefrigentor 


With Lots Of Space 


To Allen Kraft, the dark, cold recesses of 
space a few hundred miles above earth are 
just a big refrigerator. And Kraft, a pro- 
fessor of food technology at Iowa State 
University; wants to shoot a chicken or 
beef pot pie into space to test his theory 
that space could be a natural refrigerator 
for storing perishable foods for extended 
periods erf time. Kraft has outlined his pro- 
ject as SPAM — "Space Preservation Ap- 
pted to Meat'' — but it is also known in- 
formally as "Hitch Your Chuck Wagon to 
a Star." To check out his supposition; his 
university has formally requested that the 
National Aeronautics and Space Admini- 
stration (NASA) include test-meat pro- 
ducts, including the pot pie on its 1979 
space shuttle. Kraft says NASA is "very in- 
terested." The purpose of such an experi- 
ment is not only to determine whether 
storing foods in space is feasible but also 
to determine whether food maintains good 
taste in space. The space-storage idea cur- 
rently is not feasible. Kraft says, but in the 
future, when NASA is considering esta- 
blishing space colonies, space dwellers 
could eat space-stored food instead of the 
dried foods consumed by eatter astronauts.

Choosing[ A Child-Cue Center 


If you both work and have young children, 
hiring someone to care for them hi your 
home is costly. 'An excellent and less- 
expensive alternative is finding a good 
child-care center. First check several near- 
by day-care centers and. determine how 
they compare in cost, location, facilities, 
etc. Then further evaluate trie-centers, . 
following these guidelines: 
• Make sure the center's program meets 
your requirements, such as plenty of op- 
portunity for your child to be outdoors or a 
chance to work on schoohvork. 


• Observe a dass in session to see how 
the children interact with one another and 
the supervisors. 
• Note whether the supervisors warm to 
the needs of the children. 
• What is the ratio of children to super- 
visors? The Day Care and Child Develop- 
ment Council of America recommends at 
least two, and preferably three, super- 
visors for groups of 15 to 20 children. 
• Talk to several mothers when they drop 
off or pick up .their children, ff possible, 
take your child to the center for a visit.

Whether or not you suffered through our 
recently past, uncommonly cold winter, it 
probably didn't cause any increase in the 
number of common colds in your home. 
Cold weather doesn't cause colds. Viruses 
do, and the brutal weather may drive peo- 
ple inside where they are more likely to 
breathe air carrying them. But if no viruses 
are around, you could stand in cold water 
or in a draft for hours without catching a 
cold. Research on the subject comes from 
a team of doctors at the Baylor University 
School of Medicine. It showed that keep- 
ing warm and dry doesn't prevent colds — 
and getting chilled and damp doesn't do 
any harm. Home seems to be the chief 
place for spreading colds, says the study. 
One reason why people get colds in the fad 
is that centra) hearing is turned on at that 
time. The heat-dries up the moisture in the 
air. The membranes that line the nose and 
respiratory system are affected, and their 
susceptibility to infection increases.
